Athens, April 20.—This morning the 


most, desperate fighting of the three days 
Began. Twenty thousand men are en- 
gaged at Reveni near Turnaoo on the 
frontier where the Turks were repulsed 
yesterday. The Turks are reiuforced to- 
day and fighting with all the fierceness of 
fanatics. 


The Greeks ar« making a. stubborn re- 


sistance but are on toe defensive*. Crown 
Prince Constantino 
assumed supreme 


command of the-Greek forces today. 


King George left Athens for the fron- 


tier today. 


It is reported this morning that a Greek 


force trying to bridge the river Arachtbes 
on the frontier were driven off by the 
Turks. 


Premssa is being bombarded again to- 


day by the Greeks. The town will prob- 
ably surrender today. 


The result of today's fierce fighting on 


the frontier is yet unknown. But the re- 
ports of battle are heard from along the 
whole frontier. 


Athens April 20,—News today of the 


fighting in Milouna pass yesterday shows 
that the battle was ot the severest descip- 
tion. It lasted till 5 o'clock. The Greeks 
lost 1000 men, and the Turkish, loss is 
much greater. 


A dispatch from Cairo, Egypt, states 


that at the request of the Turkish gov- 
ernment the Egyptian government has 
handed the Greek diplomatic agent his 
passports and ordered all Greeks to leave ' 
Egypt in a fortnight. 


London, Apiil 20—In spite of 
thft 


fact that the hostilities on the Greek 
frontier ha\e caused but little excite- 
ment 
here, communications are in 


progress between thu foreign office and 
Home, France and Athens. It is re- 
ported that among the other matters 
considered is the expediency of oider- 
mg the international fleets to leave 
Cretan waters and to go in the direc- 
tion of Salonika, and the Dardanelles, 
10 watch the ngh.tmg, with a view to 
localizing it if necessary by naval in- 
tervention.

to persuade both the combatants to 
make a cessation of the conflict at the 
stage which it has now reached. M. 
Hanotaux, nho received the Greek min- 
ister to Francs late yesterday after- 
noon, is understood to have assured 
him that while France could not toler- 
ate the indefinite promulgation of war 
and would never consent to any essen- 
tial modification of the existing terri- 
tories of Greece and Turkey, she would 
continue foi the present her policy of 
nonintervention, except so far as in- 
tervention might be necessary to pre- 
vent the spread of the contest to other 
combatants. 


The situation on the frontier has not, 


according lo the latest advices, been 
materially modified since last night.

Biggs, where the water la rushing 
through the crevasse In torrenta, is 
growing worse. Madison Pariah is fast 
becoming inundeated, and the water 
will extend to other parishes, destroy- 
ing thousands of acres of newly plant- 
ed crops, 
Vlekeburg, Natchez and 


other river points are crowded with 
refugees, and everything possible is 
being done to alleviate their suffering. 
The situation throughout the delta is 
unchanged.

planters hope that the waters will be 
carried away in time to make a good 
crop. At Memphis, the river IS slowly 
falling, and at Cairo a decided fall- is 
reported.

bank robber and murderer, who was 
arrested last evening, has told the police 
where he hid $4600 of the stolen booty at 
St. Clettes, 30 miles from here. 
The 


officers have gone today to find it. 


Kelly does not appear to realize the na- 


ture of the case agaiuat him and takes it 
all as a good joke. He is as cool as nny 
man can be. Seems undisturbed and is as 
light hearted as a school boy. 


Kelly's father is positive that his son is 


insane and, if at all guilty of the crime, 
acted only as an accomplice, 


Kelly's pal, whom he claims he does 


not know by name, has not been found, 
and the story is discredited by the officers. 
He will be brought back to the state of 
New Hampshire for tola! very soon. The 
papers are now being made out for his 
transfer to the states. 


Theatory of Kelly'3 capture last night 


is this: He was "doing the town" and 
when met by the officers was in a house 
of ill fame and dressed in a woman's garb. 
He was spending money for wine amidst 
great hilarity. 


On Kelly's person when arrested were 


concealed $2,700 and two letters. One let- 
ter was addressed to Kelly's father and 
stated that an accomplice, whose name he 
claimed he did Lot know, bnt who was an 
inmate with him in a reformatory some- 


hore in New Hampshire, had dpne the 


murder. 


The letter said that the original design 
as merely to soare stickney by sb owing 


a revolver, Kelly waiting outside while 
the accomplice accomplished the rob- 
bery. 


The other letter was in a similar strain 


and addressed to a girl named "Olive." 
When Kelly was arrested he did not make 
any defense nor protest his innocence. 
He simply said:"I guess you chumps have 
got your man this time.'' 


Kelly declines to say anything about 


the murder to the police further than 
that he had an accomplice, and that his 
pal was guilty of "fixing Stickney." 


Tbe capture of Kelly is due to Chief De- 


tective Silas H. Carpenter, who probably 
has the widest experience in this class of 
detective work of any man in Canada. 


Ever since the murder he has had men 


watching every train arriving or depart- 
ing for points in the province, and has 
himself been actively working on the 
trail. 


Kelly undoubtedly took the Canadian 


Pacific train at Cookehire Junction, on 
Saturday morning for this city. About 14 
miles out at Montreal Junction he jumped 
the Toronto and Chicago express while 
going at good speed and proceeded to St 
Justice de Newton, abont 40 miles away. 


Last night be took the Toronto express 


back again to Montreal, arriving here 
about 9 o'clock. 
Upon arriving here 


Kelly procured a cab and made the round 
of the bar rooms. 


At 11.30 o'clock he was (iaiven to the 


Bagnio of the notorious Aggie Ashton, 
The detectives were shadowing him all 
the time. They arrived at the house half 
an hour after Kelly got there. 


Kelly was in the garb of a woman, and 


he was warmly received by the inmates 
of the resort. 
He started buying win6 


and was in the center of an admiring 
circle ot bad women when Detective6 
Camp and Oake entered and put Kelly 
under arrest.

of the toughest resort; in all Canada and 
the retreat of man}' a criminal.

Without assurance- of aid from some one 
of the great Pow- rs. For herein is the 
possibility of a col >red gentleman in the 
European wood-pil 3. 


A comparison of :he war footing and 


the strength of th 3 two nations shows 
how greatly, save ( n the water, Greece is 
outclassed. It is said that along the Turk- 
ish aide of the frontier from the Gulf of 
Arta on the west *.o Platamona on the 
east there are now 150,000 troops of all 
arms, while the G: eek forces in Thessaly 
confronting the Turks number 80,000 men, 
regulars and irregclars. It is more than 
possible that these figures are exagger- 
ated, bat they gi -*e approximately the 
•trength of the twt armies. 


According to the latest official figures of 


the Greek army, it i nominal strength in 
time of war ia 82,0(0 men. In addition to 
these there is the erritorial army, which 
numbers 96,000 m :n, making the total 
war effective 178,00) mea. The strength 
of the Turkish arny is 700,000 men, of 
wnich number 55,0 JO are cavalrymen.

PRESIDENT JOHN HARRINGTON, 


The probating of the will of Judge Ben- 


jamin B. Sheldon, who died at Rock- 
ford, 111., last Tuesday, reveals the fact 
that among his bequests is $100,000 to Wil- 
liams college, w bile the Hampton, (Va.) 
Institute gets as much more. Judge Shel- 
don left aa estate of over $300,000. His 
only (surviving relatives are two neices 
and a nephew who live in Rockford. 


Judge Sheldon was the last surviving 


member of the Williams clacs of 1830, and 
in 1877 received the degree of LL. D. from 
his alma mater. 
He was for 18 years on 


the supreme bench of Illinois and served 
for over 40 years on the bench in that 
state. "Pew men," writes tbe Chicago 
Tribune correspondent at Bocktbrd, "have 
had a longer or more praiseworthy record 
in the judicial service of the state than 
Judge Sheldon. For over half a century 
bis name was prominently linked with the 
bench and b«r." He was bom in Marl- 
boro in this state 85 yearg ago, and soon 
ifter leaving Williams he settled in Ge- 
lena, III., and begtm to practice law. He 
met with such success at the bar that in 
1848 he was elevated to the bench when 36 
years of age. For 22 years thereafter he 
was judge on circuit, including several 
-counties and extending far down the 
Jfcaissippi. 


In 1870 he was selected as a candidate 


for the supreme bench. His career on the 
circuit beach had been one of great honor, 
and there was practically no opposition. 
He was re-elected, and could have had 
the nomination a third time. He felt the 
weight of years, and, although his mental 
powers were unimpaired, he thought 
younger man should be intrusted with tho 
arduous duties and declined the nomina 
tkm. Judge Sheldon removed to Rock" 
ford from Galena in 1871. Since his retire- 
ment from the supreme bench, in 1888 he 
had liwd almost a recluse. He was 
striking figure, very tall and of erect car- 
riage, smooth shaven, with, hair white as 
snow. He shunned publicity, and kept 
closely to his books. He was seldom seen 
outside of his home, and then only in the 
quieter streets. His health was remarka- 
ble, and up to the time he was seized with 
the grip he had never required a physi- 
cian's care. 
His intellectual strength, 


remained to the last.
